At tho .-igc of two, Elizabeth was de« 
ciared illeglmate, her mother Anna 
iîoleyn having been beheaded.

Edward VI, Elizabeth was crownad 
Queen of England. 

When Blizamcth came to the throna 
England was In a very bad state, fl« 
nanclal affairs were poor; t!ie armjr 
and navy wsrc very .small, and affaira 
in general were !n a serious condition. 

During her reign there w-ere many 
plou against her lite, for the Roman 
Llatiiolics wished to depose EUzabath 
and place Mary Queen ot Scots on tha 
throne in order that CathoUclata 
might be the dominant religion et 
England. The-so plots resulted in Ell. 
rabeth's signing of a death warratlt 
for Mary, who was behead«d in 1671. 

Elizabeth although deceitful and 
unscrupulous was an crbsoluta men* 
arch and did much for England, aa 
she had developed th« nation, mada It 
a great European pow«r an4 ha4 
made it enjoy great tc-onoinlo proa* 
perlty. 

The paper delivered bjr Alllatair 
\Va,tt on Mary, Queen of Scots, daalt 
fully with tlie life ot thia unfot-tunata 

queen, both from the point of history 
and that ot human interest. Aa wall 
as throwing a light on th« polltleal 
codttions ot the time, the paper gave 
a study Iti character.

ileges which those who are born with money,' 
enjoy."

THE SALARY DEBATE 

Much coiiccrn about tlie faculty salary f|uc5tiou lias 
.igain been twliibitcd in a report of a certain committee of 
professors called "Income and Living Costs of a Univer- 
sity Faculty'' ptiblisiiod by liio Vale L'nivcisily Prc.^.^. Tiic 
coiUcntioii is that the present habit of univcr.silics of in- 
creasing their staffs r.s rapidly as new (imds become avail- 
able in itself prevcnls any considerable increase of the av- 
erage salary of the teachers-, 'i'liis theory is in general cor- 
rect; that b, the statistical a;»4 mathematical proof which 
is brought up to support* it is in every respect correct, 
'rticrc arc certain conditions, however, v.hicli arc complete- 
ly overlooked even though a riyid adherence to f.icts marks 
the report, aitd it is for tliii reasi ii ihai it is necessary to 
take c.\ception to many of the conclusions which arc reach- 
ed. 

^ The first oversight wliich seems evident i.-; that even 
though the size of the student body is now fairly stabilized 
it docs not follow :hit it is r.cw possible tu stabilize the size 
of the faculty accordingly. Under the present educational 
system there has been, and still is, an increasing demand 
■for new courses to inert ihc needs of all sludeiUa in what- 
ever line of training they- dcsit*. —This is especially true 
since the war, and the wider scope of training which is now 
offered came oiily as the result of 3 great increase in the 
number, of courses and conseqncntly hi the nttmbcr of in- 
structors to handle them. Whether tliis tendency lias been 
a healthy one or not is not the cpiestion. Tiic fact is that 
llie present condition now c.\i>t.<, and while it does there 
can obviously be no hard and last stabilization of the size 
'of the faculty. 

Another condition which has been overlooked is the 
ever-changing degree of popularity and demand of the 
individual courses themselves, wliich forbids any definite 
stabilization of each department. Perhaps the most striking 
e.\amplc of this can be seen in the increasing demand for 
courses in German, a department which had become almost 
extinct as a result of the general feeling of the public dur- 
ing the war. During the last few years the necessity of 
revising this study has brought about a marked increase in 
the demand for GcrnaiïiïtJcpurscs with the result that 
practically a new dcpirtment has sprung into being. Many 
other examples of this flexibility in the supply and demand 
for courses could be cited. The . size, of'",tho faculty cannot 
be stabilized, obviously, until the ;izc of the various depart- 
ments has b^n stabilized by pruning " out unnecessary 
courses and establishing a sufficient staff for the neces- 
sary ones. —The Yale News 



QUIZ OR WRITING PERIOD? 

Educa:i.' ii ihciiUl give coniprchenfioii. To have taken a 
course may mean one of two things. Either the student has 
made his study a very flat repetition and memorization of 
facts or he has acconiplishel the less usual feat of going 
below blanket statements and definitions to the highly int- 
eresting job or arranging his information as an intelligible 
whole. 

This latter ideal sljould be that of the quiz system. It is 
doubtless- possible to gain much of value from the classes 
one attends and the quiz should be applied toward tliis end. 
h scemi clear from an examination of the different cxtcn- 
;ion5 of the plan that Ihe quiz at^-lis wtirst is a failure 
primarily because it is to sh«i. It goes over so minutely 
the ground covered in a day's assigniiicnt that the larger 
implications behind the entire subject cannot be seen. The 
Ungtli of lime inrinittcr! is so small that only questions 
may be given . whicli require little or no expansion and 
may be written concisely aiv] quickly. Finally, the quiz 
must be condemned, Ihough with not too serious a mien, as 
tlie indispensable aid of the tired professor wliosc interest in 
his class discussion is the greater for its lasting 45 minutes 
ratlier than 60. 

The alternative for the daily quiz i.s tliat alrcaily em- 
ployed in some of the more advanced courses ; namely the 
use of writing iieriods lasting a half-hour or more and the 
judicious use of these so as to touch • phases of the work 
whic his being done. The periods should ijot be too numer- 
ous but they might well come more often than the single 
scraestral hour exam. 

One great advantage of this scheme is thai the more 
intelligent student is able to prove this intel|tctiial capacity 
and to employ it. He is no longer in competition for a 
memory prize. His powers of rational iliouylit take pre- 
cedence over those of the I'hilistine who may so easily 
take advantage of the present ■ system that it becomes an 
obviously unfair criterion of what men can actually do. 

Considered over a period of time a departure from the 
(juii rjiU-.m is of similar significance with the rcadiiis 
period as a necfl of the Dartmouth educational plan. The 
policy in the past lias been away from high i.eIiool methods, 
'lb the quiz as an example of these outworn methods, the 
enlightened i)olicy can be apiillcd with advantage.

"The Nation" would seem to be the most hopeful organ 
of liberal thought to attract the college reader, yet accord- 
ing to a critic of it, who writes in its own colunin.N "The 
Nation" is not Ihc nation but a Mnall and alien part of it, 
New York. "It emanates from New York not only physically 
but mentally." That probably explains the perplexity of one 
who thinks he is a liberal, but fiiids himself unable to agree 
with the liberal "Nation" New York is not Ihe nation, but 
the "Nation" is New York; therefore the "Nation" is not 
tlic nation. Quite simple and fundamental, and it New Yorl; 
accepts its critic's judgmcnt,"it may step into the waiting 
place of interpreter of liberalism everywhere, gain a col- 
legiate and a winter inielkciual following and commence 
running the ".Saturday livening Tost" a race. The sooner 
that race comes the better we shall resi—Tlic Stanford Daily.

Atomic Theory At 

Physics Colloquium 

lir. A.. L. Patterson gave the firjt 
"^t two lectures last niïh; at 5 in 
room 210 in the T'iiysics HiiilUlng, on 
'.bo .\toini^: Theory of the soiid .-talc. 

This lecture ivas ba.sed chiefly on 
the work of JI. Born professor of 
theoretical physics at Gottingen. 
Born fried to work out the properties 
of matter in tc-riuF of the clectrio 
force.» between the atoms of which 
crystillne fatters are made as a re- 
sult of his research. Horn derived 
mathematical e.vpre.s.sions for the ex- 
pansion of crystals aw] «!jr.;i forces 
the electric field, marn'-tic field, 
mochanical .«trosjre.'», ..jnd healing. 

Kach of thfso ])hy.:ica! actions 
produces effects on matter .such a.s 
electric and magnéto: polarization, 
strain, and e.vpnnsion. These effects 
depend on the .•■trac: iirr of matter, 
that Ik, the relative po.silions of the 
.itom.^ and on the building forces be- 
tween these atoms. în tho case of 
bodies which have a regular structure 
such as cr.v.--ta's, It Is possible to 
calculate mathematically some of 
these effects. The fiist of Dr. Pat- 
J ferson-s two lectures gave an account
